A HISTORY OF PHILLIPS 


Governor Pinchot's refusal to name 


John M. Phillips to the State Game 
Commission is taken by Pennsylvan- 
ia's 600,000 hunters as but another 
step in the campaign inaugurated sev- 
eral years ago to Ret a strangle hold 
on the commission and the bjg hunt- 
er's license fund. The sportsmen are 
assembling all over the state for the 
purpose bf taking concerted action 
against the Governor in this matter. 


Clearfield hunters meet tonight at 


the Court House to register their pro- 
test at the Governor's high-hand-ed 
action. 


i The following history of the com- 
mission and Mr. Phillips is opportune 
now: — 


Thc game commission, since its or- 


ganization in 1895, has occupied an 
vnique position in the state machin- 
ery in that its six members, while 
serving without pay and paying out 
of their own pocket all expenses in 
curred in looking after the affairs of 
the sportsmen of the state, have ex- 
ecutive powers. They appoint all 
members of the gramo commission's 
wor&ing forte and administer tv 
hunters' money, raised through the 
resident hunters.' license law, for the 
protection and propagation of game 
and for the protection of song and 
insectivorous birds. It has been the 
game commission's boast for years 
that it waj "out ot ppKtira." l» ef- 
ficiency under this system 
mny be

Seeks to Hamper Work. 


Mr. Pinchot sought, in connection 


with his reorganization code, to de- 
prive the game commission of its ex- 
ecutive powers and make it an advis- 
ory body onlyi to make the secretary 
of the game commission, now appoint* 
ed by the commission itself, the head 
of the department appointed by the 
governor and having a seat' in his 
cabinet and in this manner bring the 
sportsmen's sv-lf -sustaining gam* de- 
partment into the state organization 
on the same terms as departments

Not Necessary To 


Hold All Murder 


Trials In A Coort 
Home Says S. C. 


Philadelphia, March A 
(IN8.)—A 


precedent was established in Penn- 
sylvania when the State 
Supreme 


court today decided it was not illegal 
to conduct part of a murder trial out- 
side the regular courtroom. 


The opinion ruled that "where phy- 


sical incapacity of ^ a witness to ap- 
pear in the court room makes it ne- 
cessary to hold proceedings else- 
where, such a move does not consti- 
tute an abuse of judicial discretion if 
the commonwealth, the defense 
and 


the public are all represented." 


The ruling sustained conviction of 


Joseph Trinkle, 21, of first degree 
murder. The murder was witnessed 
by an ill woman who could not be 
moved from her home. Accordingly 
"court" wa« moved to her sick room 
and her testimony taken. 


"There is no statute in Pennsylva- 


nia," the opinion stated, "which in 
terms states a court must be held in 
thc court house."

"Obedience to the law is rot an academic matter," says 


Governor Pinchot of Pennsyhania. "It is personal. And so long 
a* I kin Governor, I will appoint no man to public office who has 
not given me his personal pledge t\ obey all laws, including 
tho*e enacted to make effective the Eighteenth Amendment to 


federal constitution." 


"Obeying all laws" is a pretty difficult matter, in a land 


where teiriaUtion runs to quantity produfi^n. But what Gov- 
ern'* P'nchot really insists on is personal observance on the 
part of public officials of laws which he regards as vital. For 
IVJMOIIH valid in his state and in many other states, he puts 
wtrong raiphani* on the prohibition laws. 


"I found that nil over the state,'' he explains, "officials, 


nworn to ob«y the law, were breaking it openly and otherwise. 
Thertfort I decided to ask this personal pledge." He regards 
it as* intolerable that the public representatives of the state 
•hould >>et an example in law-breaking, especially in a matter 
»o vitally affecting the morals, health and efficiency of the com- 
mun ty. It is hard enough at best to check the bootlegging. It 
in infinitely harder when public servants patronize the boot- 


nut 


Th« Promrew* believes that Mr. Pinchot, in order to carry 
las campaign pledges, is warranted to exacting such a 
ffe from all in his offleia' family who are charged with the 


enforcement of the prohibition laws because the success or fail- 
ure of hiit administration rests not on himself but on his govern- 
mental organization.

But, the polic> of the Game Commission was, and is, in no 


way r«Uted to the problem of prohibition enforcement. It works 
on a separate fund and its. able head, who has had charge for 
morr than twenty years and who has made this state a "sports- 
nan'* paradise", has never drawn a'cent of pay and probably 
never turned in an expense account. He has been heading the 
Gum* Commission ail these years with no thought of remuner- 
•tion except that he hand down to the coming generation the 
•dv«nt»g«« and happiness enjoyed by our fathers. Should he 
be re-named, by no stretch of the imagination should he be con- 
cerned with prohibition enforcement except insofar as all good 
citizen* are concerned. 


A member of GifTord Pinchot's cabinet would be expected 


to be in complete harmony with Mr. Pinchot's'views and would 
nserifice no principle in publicly subscribing to them and pledg- 
ing hiii Mipport. For his services and that support to the chief 
who appointed him he would receive his pay.

"Obedience to the law is rot an academic matter," says 


Governor Pinchot of Pennsyhania. "It is personal. And so long 
a* I kin Governor, I will appoint no man to public office who has 
not given me his personal pledge t\ obey all laws, including 
tho*e enacted to make effective the Eighteenth Amendment to 


federal constitution." 


"Obeying all laws" is a pretty difficult matter, in a land 


where teiriaUtion runs to quantity produfi^n. But what Gov- 
ern'* P'nchot really insists on is personal observance on the 
part of public officials of laws which he regards as vital. For 
IVJMOIIH valid in his state and in many other states, he puts 
wtrong raiphani* on the prohibition laws. 


"I found that nil over the state,'' he explains, "officials, 


nworn to ob«y the law, were breaking it openly and otherwise. 
Thertfort I decided to ask this personal pledge." He regards

»o vitally affecting the morals, health and efficiency of the com- 
mun ty. It is hard enough at best to check the bootlegging. It 
in infinitely harder when public servants patronize the boot-

Th« Promrew* believes that Mr. Pinchot, in order to carry 
las campaign pledges, is warranted to exacting such a 
ffe from all in his offleia' family who are charged with the 


enforcement of the prohibition laws because the success or fail- 
ure of hiit administration rests not on himself but on his govern- 
mental organization.

But, the polic> of the Game Commission was, and is, in no 


way r«Uted to the problem of prohibition enforcement. It works 
on a separate fund and its. able head, who has had charge for 
morr than twenty years and who has made this state a "sports- 
nan'* paradise", has never drawn a'cent of pay and probably 
never turned in an expense account.
